TREATY AND STATE RIGHTS. 
It Is announced to-day that a com 


promise is possible between the Pres 
Ident, representing tho United States, 
nnd the Mayor and San Francisco 
School Board, representing the State 
'of California, on the question of the 
exclusion of Japanese children from 
the public schools. 


The spectacle is perhaps a rather 


strange one to the thousands of sur- 
viving veterans of the Civil War, who 
fought, through seas of blood to settle 
. the 
lUscarded doctrine 
of 
States 


Bightii. There Isn't anything to com- 
5>roml:<e about the San Francisco case. 
The ta eaty with Japan Is the supreme 
law of the land, and the school author- 
ities ot San Francisco must bow to It. 


The only guestlon open to contro- 


versy Is just what rights the Japa- 
nese have under it, and -whether those 
rights extend to the education of their 
children In. the public schools. 
Ic Is 


contended on one hand that a clause 
'in the treaty provides that its stipir 
. lotions "do not In any way affect the 


laws, nrdlm\xtces and regulations with 
regard to trade, the Immigration of 
laborers, police and public security, 
which, are ia force or which may here- 
after 1)0 enacted In either of the two 
countries," and that tho regulation 
o! the public schools Is un exorcise ol 
the police power. 


This contention is reasonable, but 


the troaty must bo construed as B 
whole. It also contains a provision 
that the cltUeas of each country shall 
enjoy in the other country "tae same 
privileges, rights and liberties as * * • 
native subjects or citizens of tho most 
favored nation." 


Can we permit the children of other 


"favored nations" to attend our public 
schools and deny tho Japanese? In 
Fayette county, hundreds of Slavish 
and other foreign children are receiv- 
ing their education In common with 
our own, and there is no distinction 
between pupils of our own country on 
account ot color. 


It m;iy be well for the courts to 


pass upon the legal question Involved, 
If any can be found, but California 
will have to respect the national trea- 
ties just as well as other States. There 
have been more threats of belllgeioncy 
between her Sand Lot statesmen and 
the President than there has been be- 
tween Japan and the United States. 


Tho Republican administration of 
F&yette county has been honost and 
economical and stalwart. The Demo- 
cratic udmlnlstratlon of Connclluvllte 
has ber n aggressively aila extrava- 
gantly for Itself.
